plained that another vacancy had oc- 
curred since the committee had met 
and that Miss Parsons had been as- 
signed to an equally good position. The 
vacancy was occasioned 
by the resig, 


nation of, Mjss Clara Abbott of. Los 
Angeles and this also had to be filled. 


Director Gray stated that he had 


forgotten to state the fact of the addi-» 
tional vacancy to the Bowd members. 


The question of assigning a teacher 


for the Peralta. School • District was 
then brought up by Director Button, 
He stated that the residents of the 
district were divided into two factions 
and that the teacher who taught there 
last year, Miss Grace Bliss, was not 
equally desirable to both sides. On one 
side was George Colby and his follow- 
ers. 
On the other were A. D. Pryal 


and several 
other 
residents. 
About 


three months ago, Button said, a ma- 
jority of the residents had petitioned 
the Board of Supervisors to be admit- 
ted to the city school system and their 
petition was granted. Button had then 
stated that he would use his .efforts 
to secure for tlie district a teacher who 
would be 'agreeable to all concerned. 
He asked the Board to transfer Miss 
Bliss to some other school and assign 
another teacher to take her place. 


During the discussion that followed 


.it was brought out that very few, if 
any o£ the regular teachers would ac- 
cept the position, unless compelled to 
do so, on account of the remoteness of 
the school house. The school is con- 
ducted 
at the Four Mile 
House on 


Claremont avenue, and the teacher has 
to board in that vicinity in order to be 
there in time to open the school in the 
mornings. 
Button suggested a number of teach- 


ers to take the place, but other mem- 
bers of the Board declared that none 
of those mentioned would care to ac- 
cept the place as long as they could 
have a. position in the city. 
. Director Clift suggested that Button 
might know of some teacher who would 
be willing to take the place. 
Button, 


said he did not know o£ any one at that 
time. 


Director Isaacs imoved that the report 


be referred 'back to the committee for 
further consideration, and the motion 
•was carried. 


When the report was again submit- 


ted for adoption. Directors Button and 
Randolph objected to the section re- 
appointing Miss Bliss to the Peralta 
School. 
By consent that section ,was 


omitted and the report adopted. After 
that the section referring to the Per- 
alta School failed to carry by a vote of 
4 to 4. Directors 'Button, Randolph, 
Isaacs and Chairman Redington voted 
in the negative and Directors Gray, 
Russ,' Evans and Clift in the affirm- 
ative.

Superintendent- McClymonds 
stated 


that either Miss 
Bliss would 
be re- 


turned to Peralta, or, if 'not, the first 
teacher on the preferred list would be 
appointed 
to the position. 
As Miss 


Bites had already been appointed 
a 


teacher, he said that there would then 
be an extra teacher on the pay roll. 


Director Evans said that when 
he 


voted to place Miss Bliss on the list of 
teachers he understood that she was to 
take the Peralta School, otherwise he 
might not have voted for her. Another 
Director stated that he had also un- 
derstood tha,t Miss Bliss was desirous 
of keeping the position. 


Director Isaacs wished to know why 


Miss Brownie Browne]!, who had no 
experience as a teacher, was to be as- 
signed to the position of principal's as- 
sistant .for the Bay, Temescal 
and 


Piedmont 
schools, and at a 
higher 


salary tha,n tha.t received by grammar 
grade teachers. 


Superintendent McClymonds 
stated 


that Miss Brownell was a State Uni- 
versity graduate, and that her Drain- 
ing amounted practically to t\vo"~years' 
experience at teaching. 


Director Gray said that her salary 


was fixed at $12 more annually than 
the other teachers to cover her ex- 
penses in traveling from one school to 
another. He said it had been found 
necessary for the principals to have 
assistance, and by having a teacher 
who could distribute her time among 
the schools, the salary of an additional 
teacher was saved,
